AT SIX MONTHS Danny was a 
charmer. He had a ready smile for 
everyone who came into his view. 
Nevertheless, his parents were eon- 
cemed: routine checkups showed 
that his mator development was 
dehived. 

By 1 months he finally learned 
τὰ crawl and at hy months he could 
pull himself to a standing position.

The ductors told Danny's parents 
that their only child hid Tay-Sachs 
disease, rare and incuruble genetic 
itlness. 

By the Giine Danny wis 18 menths 
old, wl he could do was slure at the 
uelivily around fim, as he lay 
motionless in his stroller. He 
responded less and less to sounds,, 
aad he seemed nol to recognize, or 
even tn see his parents, He 
developed difficully in’ swallowing 
and had to be fed through a nasal 
tube. AL two-and-a-half! Danny was 
dead. 

Danny's mother vowed that she 
would never bring another child 
into the warld ind risk repeating the 
horror the fumily had suffered. A 
year later, however, the family doc- 
lor suggested to Danny's parents 
that they seek genetic counselling. 
They learned that it was possible to 
determine whether a fetus had Tay- 
Sachs. Though one out of 30 
Ashkenazi Jews carries the defec- 
tive gene, the chances arc thut only 
one ‘out of 3,600 babies born to 
Ashkenazi couples will have the dis- 
ease, Danny's parents went on to 
have three healthy children, with 
prenatal genetic testing during each 
pregnancy. 

Danny's family is just one of a 
wide range of families helped by 
Prof. Tirza Cohen, head of the 
Clinic for Genetic Counselling in 
the department of human genetics 
at the Hadassah Hospital in 
Ein Kerem, Jerusalem. Established 
in 1964, the department was the first 
of its kind in Israel, Professor 
Cohen and her staff work hand-in- 
hand with department chairman 
Prof. Gideon Bach to counsel more 
than 800 families annually. 


“WHEN WE counsel parents like 
Danny's," Professor Cohen says, 
“wwe Lry to give them the complete 
picture, including an explanation of 
the illness — the symptoms and 
prognosis, as well as how the 
genetic defect is transmitted — and 
the chances that they will give birth 
to another’ child with that illness. 
Then we explain the options open to 
them.” 

This gives them the option of 
bringing into the world only 
chitdren who are not affected by the 

_ dreudful disease they have already 
experienced. Prenatal diagnosis 
does not guarantce the birth of a 
“healthy child, since there still re- 
mains about a 3 per cent chance of 
some birth defect — ranging from 
the yery minor τὸ the very severe —

counsels simply: as Mira — has 
worked in genetic research and 
counselling for almost 20 years, She 
points out thal doctors outside the 
human genetics department are not 
sufficiently aware of the genetic 
implications of illnesses they treat in 
children, 

“For example, a family came to 
us after two children were born with 
hydrocephaly, an accumulation of 
fluid in the brain, which caused 
enlargement of the head and 
atrophy of the brain, Only after the 
birth of the second child were the 
parents sent for genetic counselling. 
But we found that the illness could 
have been predicted in the second 
child if genetic testing had been 
done after the first child was born." 

Counselling in some cases can 
Prevent the tragedy of even. one 
child being born with a genetic dis- 
ease. This is often the case for a se- 
cond group that uses the clinic, cou- 
ples about to marry. There may be a 
suspicion of hereditary illness. 
Counselling is also recommended if 
the prospective bride or groom are 
relatives, Ashkenazi couples should 
have the teat for Tay-Sachs.

A BLIND couple who were told that 
with each pregnancy, they had a 9 
per cent risk of having a blind child 
were thrilled,” recalls Mira. “They 
interpreted it as a 50 per cent

For ἃ prospective bride and 
groom who are relatives, premarital 
counselling can define the risk of 
their having children with a disease 
that runs in the family.

RESEARCH and modern 
technology have inercased the ways 
of determining whether or not a 
fetus is normal. By fur the largest 
group who come to the clinic seck 
prenatal diagnosis. 

Ultrasound is ἃ non-invusive 
technique in which sound waves ure 
used by gynecologists to project an 
image of the fetus on u TV screen. 
Parts of the baby's body cun he 
measured and its weight estimated. 
Brain defects like hydrocephaly and 
anencephaly show up clearly, us do 
problems in the heart and other 
orgins. Ultrasound also mukes pos- 
sible surgery to correct defects in 
the unborn child. 

Another technique, fetoscopy, al- 
lows doctors to see a part of the 
fetus directly, through @ hollow nee- 
dle inserted in the mother's ab- 
domen, The same method can be 
used to obtain a blood sample from 
the fetus to diagnose hemophilia 
(this illness is not yet diafnosed in 
Isracl) or thalassemia major, 8 
severe, often fatal’ anemia comm- 
mon among Kurdish Jews,

loth and the 20th week of 
pregnancy. “Though the diagnostic 
process has become more rupid, the 
test enn't be done before the 16th 
week hec:use there isn’t enough 
umniotic fluid until then," explains

THE TEST itself is preceded by ἃ 
meeting of both prospective parents 
with one of the nurses on Cohen's 
staff. “We always ask to include the 
husband," says Mira, “because 
this is a matter that concerns them 
both. Legally, however, only the 
womun's written consent is requir 


. for, amniocentesis.” 


: The couple receives a full ex- 
planation of the reasons for the test 
und its consequences. "1 repeat my 
spiel ulmost like a record to be sure 
not to forget anything and not to 
word anything’ differently,” Mira 


says, “but people hear selectively.” 


One woman came for counselling 
because she was very anxious about 
the baby, though she was not in the 
high-risk age group.- “I explained 
everything to her in a calm voice, 
recalls Mjray.“*but, what she heard 
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was, ‘Go home and don’t worry.’ 
She gave birth to a normal child and 
wrote to thank me for what 1 had 
said. 1 knaw that 1 never said what 
she thought she had heard. 

τ “Enever say, “Don't worry.’ but 1 
(ry to be reassuring. After all, most 
bubies ave born normal, In 1981, for 
exumple, of the 381 tests in this 
high-risk group, only 16 pregnancies 
were found to be abnormal,

that we take this matter seriously. 
We are dealing with humun life and 
we want the family to know that the 
Stal relates to it with the utmost 
responsibility," 

Transmitting this messuge and the 
ry information to a couple 
can lax the flexibility, ingenuity and 
tack of even an experienced 
counsellor, Sometimes the explana- 
{ion must be given in more thin one 
language, as the husband and wife 
miy eich be fluent in a different 
kinguage, 

“In every cause we explain the 
Purpose of the test," says Mira. “Ifa 
Woman declares thal under no cir- 
cumstances will she terminate the 
Pregnincy, there is no point in do- 
ing the test." 

There seem to be two very dif- 
ferent attitudes toward prenatal 
diugnosis among orthodox Jewish 
women. One woman whose hair was 
carefully concealed under a wig told- 
Mira, “I want to take advantage of 
the fact that 1 live in the 20th cen- 
lury." Other women, however, feel 


that they must accept what God 
Sives them. 


AMNIOCENTESIS itself is virtual- 
ly painless. “We try to make the 
Procedure us free of trauma as pos- 
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sible," says Mira, “One of our con- 
cerns is that women -— especially 
those who must.have amniocentesis 
with every pregnancy — will not put 
off doing the test in time.” 

The gynevologist speciatizing in 
aniniucentesis uses ullrusound 
equipment to foeate the optimal site 
for withdrawing a small amount of 
aniniotic fluid. “The whdomen, 
Uhrough which the needle is. in- 
serted, is. relatively insensitive,” 
eluims Mira, so the woman feels 
only miner discomfort, Once the 
location hus been chosen, the 
procedure usually tukes less than 
(wo minittes. 

Some women worry about the 
risks invalved in amniocentesis, 
“There is uhgut a one in ἃ hundred 
chance of some damage to the fetus 
or to the mother, or of spontaneous 
abortion — the same risk as in the 
best medical centres in the ULS.," 
suys Professor Cohen, “but it is im- 
possible to know whether a specific 
spontineous abortion following am- 
niocentesis would not huve hap- 
pened anyway. 

“A study in the U.S, followed up 
over 1,000 pregnant women who un- 
derwent umniocentesis and 1,000 
Pregnant women who did not, 
There was no difference in the 
number of spontaneous abortions in 
the (wo groups, nor was there a dif- 
ference in the number of birth 
defects in their babies.” ᾿ 

“We explain the risk to the fami- 
ly, and they must make the final 


decision as to whether they will go 


aheud with the test,” she adds. 


FAR MORE problematic 'than "- 
deciding whether or nol to do the 


lest, especially among the religious 
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sector, is deciding what to do if the 
fest shows the fetus has a severe 
defect. “In principle," says Cohen, 
“the position of the rabbis is that 
each ease must he judged on its own 
merits.” 

One worn who had already 
given birth to several healthy 
children was referred to the clinic 
for amniocentesis after a routine 
ultrasound test showed that 
something was wrong with the fetus. 
“But the mbhis would not permit 
lermination of ihe pregnancy,” says 
Mira, “and we never put pressure 
on a family to uct against their 
belies." 

Another Orthodox woman al- 
lowed by her rabbi to have the test 
learned that her unborn child had a 
genetic disease. She again turned lo 
the rabbi. ‘This time he said he could 
not decide on his own, If the rabbi had 
allowed amniveentesis, knowing its 
Purpose and knowing thal it might 
entail ending the pregnancy, it 
would then be illogical for him not 
to permit termination. And indeed, 
the mbbi's permission for the ter- 
mination cume just alter the woman 
was admitted to hospital." 

In the event that termination of 
the pregnancy is called for, says 
Mira, “we make all the formal ur- 
rungements so it can tke place 
soon after the woman receives the 
fest result, lo spare her anguish." 

But even when a woman receives 
permission from au religious 
authority to slop ἃ pregnancy, she 
muy find it hard to resolve the con- 
flicts aroused by the decision, 

Mira recalls, woman who had 
this permission und who had also 
seen the troubled life of neighbours 
with a retarded child. When she 
went to hospital to terminate her 
Pregnincy, she shared a room with 
someone who had developed a her- 
nia from caring for her adult 
retarded son, ᾿ 

She suw this chunce meeting as ἃ 
sign from God τὸ show her what her 
life would have been like had she 
nol ended the pregnuncy. 

A hy-progucl of amniocentesis is 
knowledge of the sex of the fetus, 
though the test is done in Israel only 
for medical reasons.

FOR MANY of us, Independence 
Day marks the beginning of the 
picnic season. 

It isn’t so much that we feel the 
need to rush out and grill our steaks 
on the eve of the holiday or experi- 
ence a sudden desire to come closer 
to nature. It's just that from now on, 
‘we can reasonably expect the weath- 
er to be auspicious for any outing. 

For some of us, the idea of a picnic 
is immediately associated with all 
kinds of expenses like fazcy grills 
and folding tables and chairs. This 
attitude always reminds me of those 
whe attend outdoor concerts in New 
York City equipped with elaborate 
baskets, including crystal wine glas- 
ses. 

For me, the picnic table consists of 


a large clean sheet; the chairs, an old * 


blanket. The one investment I do 
think is important, even for those 
who eat outdoors only occasionally, 
is a large cooler for water or fruit 
juice, ~ : 

The latter is certainly preferable 
to all kinds of sweet syrup, and 
children drink juice made from 
frozen pure concentrate quite readi- 


ly, even if itis duluted far beyond its 
regular strength. 

Drinks for adults could, of course, 
consist of ice-cold martinis in a ther- 
mos, or a bottle of chilled white 
wine, but I am the first to admit that 
drinking wine at midday In the hot 
sun leaves me only groggy and 
stupefied and barely able to enjoy 
my surroundings. Perhaps this is the 
right time to try a bottle of the fizzy 
semi-sweet stuff, just enough to 
whet the palate and signify that this 
is a festive occasion:, 

Now for the food. [f you are 
among the grillers, by all means get 
grilling. Just remember to start your 


fire early enough so you aren't tempt- 


ed to use kerosene or some such 


substance to help it along and thus 


ruin the taste of your meat. 
What to eat with the meat is more 


of a problem. Mayonnaise salads

should be out. There is too great a 
risk of poisoning to endanger you, 
your friends and your family in such, 
a manner. If you feel you canriot do 
without the stuff, then buy a tube of 
mayonnaise, use as much as you 
want during your picnic and throw 
away the rest. 

A dish T like to take on a picnic is 
hot potato salad, an item which uses 
no mayonnaise and which has the 
added advantage of‘not needing pre- 
paration far in advance. 

Simply boil potatoes in their peels, 
cool them enough to peel and cut 
into thick slices. Add sliced onion, 
salt, pepper, mustard and two parts 
of oil (olive oil if you can afford it) to 


e-pot picnic 


one part vinegar. Eat hot, lukewarm 
orcool. 

A similar dish is rice salad, also 
seasoned when the cooked rice is 
hot. In addition to the seasonings 
given above, I usually add a chopped 
pickle or two and a little chopped red 
of green pepper for colour and tex- 
ture. 

BUT MY FAVOURITE picnic rice 
dish is what 1 would call Shapiro's 
one-pot hunch in a blanket. 

For, say, eight people, take a large 
heavy pot that has a fairly well-fitting 
cover. 

Using a little oil, fry a chopped 
onion and a chopped carrot until the 
onion is soft. Add about 250 grams 
of chopped meat and continue frying 
until the meat is well browned, Add 
two cups of rice and continue frying, 
stirring constantly, for about five 
minutes, ; 


Season the mixture with cinnamon 
and allspice and about half a tea- 
spoon of salt and pepper. Throw ina 
handful of seeded raisins. 

Pour in four cups of hoiling water, 
lower the fire to a minimum and 
simmer until no water is left. Stir 
once or twice during cooking to keep 
all the ingredients mixed. 

Meanwhile, lay out on the floor an 
old blanket with a few sheets of 
newspaper over it. When the water 
in the pot is all absorbed, place the 
pot on the newspaper and then wrap 
in the blanket, For easy carrying, put 
i whole thing in a large shopping 

az. 

The dish will stay hot for a few 
hours at least and improve consider- 
ably during that time. Naturally, you 
can use leftover meat or, for vegeta- 
rians, leave out the meat altogether, 
possibly substituting a handful of 
ientils. 7 

For dessert, I can think of nothing 
better than fresh fruit — lots of it. 
A very cold watermeion will stay 
chilled if wrapped in newspaper, in 
much the same way that a rice dish 
stays hot. i a

FAIL SAFE 


YAKI YOSHA is growing old. A 
funny thing to say about someone 
who is barely 30, but then, Yosha 
started very young. He made his first 
short film when he was still in his late 
teens. So 30 is a dangerous age. 
How does one know he is growing 
old? Very simple: follow the signs. 
The anger, one of Yosha's main 
assets in his early fims, appears to be 
spent. All that is left are mannerisms 
that suggest there was once anger. 
The intransigence, so typical of 
youth, has diminished; he comprom- 
ises all over the place. The naive 
belief thit films can change things, 
or at least be socially significant, has 
faded away. What is left is the stub- 
born need to make films. whatever 
the price. His films were once done 
in the face of dire hardship and bitter 
restrictions because no producer in 
his right mind would willingly in- 
volve himself in the sort of provoca- 
tive projects Yosha always 


embarked on. He now plays it safe, © 
and producers are changing their . 


minds about him. Which is not 
necessarily a compliment. 

And then, above all, what better 
indication of ageing than a bout of 
nostalgia overflowing on the screen? 
Nostalgia, as we all know, is the 
sentiment that takes over when there 
isn’t much to look forward to, and 
only the past is worth considering. 
This is exactly what Yosha is going 


᾿ through now in Sunstroke, his latest 
picture and, by any standard, his 


least interesting one. True it is better 
shot and more confidently directed 
than Shalom, his adolescent first 
feature about pre-war malaise, shot 
in 1972 and full of premonitions of 
the Yom Kippur débacle. But if at

In 
any case, true or not, it was very 
convincing. and this is no mean feat. 

It is on this point, precisely, that 
Michael Apted’s film adaptation of 
the novel fails. He dutifully registers 
most of the highlights, and manages 
to get some of the characters across, 
thanks to British dramatist Dennis 
Potter, who wrote the script. But the 
whole thing might as well he happen- 
ing on the moon, 80 strange and 
unfocused are the locations, physical 
and emotional, of the movie. 

It isn’t just that Apted shot the 
story in Finland, for the Russians, of 
course, would never have allowed it 
to be shot in Moscow, and they even 
made threatening noises at their 
northern neighbours for permitting 
such “slanderous activities" to take 
place close to the Soviet border. It is 
the atmosphere that is lacking, a 
certain undercurrent that is felt in 
the way people walk, talk, eat and 
drink in a particular country, and is 

uite different the moment you cross 
the border -- especially when one 
considers such opposite natures as 
the Russian and the Finn. - 
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APTED MUST HAVE felt this, 
too, and therefore he stays ‘as close 
to his characters as he dares, intro- 
ducing background only when it is 
absolutely necessary. Even then he 
takes a pretty superficial look at it, 
careful never to let it get in his way. 
The trouble is that once you take the 
background out of the story, it tends 


_ to shrink into a normal crime yarn, a 


whodunit whose only point is dis- 
covering the culprit and then catch- 
ing him. Admittedly, some of the 
novel's ingredients get through. The 
militia is still at war with the KGB; 
the young still choke, the détente is | 
still a mockery. But without the solid 
reality in the background to relate 
to, it sounds like so much propagan- 
da, another preachy movie from the 
West throwing mud at the self- 
righteous socialists. 

Beyond that, there aren't any real 
complaints. William Hurt, who is 
one of the most remarkable actors of 
the young American generation, re- 
peats his performance as a conscien- 
tious man in a state of angst, a 
policeman who wants to do his job 
and is bogged down by departmental 
intrigues and red tape, not to men- 
tion the shadow of his father the 
general (rather discoloured on 
seréon), and. his romance with a 
suspected dissident. 

Lee Marvin is out of his depth in 
what is supposed to be the part of a |- 
smooth but nithless villain.

Farhi was born in Ankara but left 
Turkey in 1954 for London, where 
he now writes television scripts. The 


novel, published last year in England 
and the U.S., tells the story uf a 
Mossad agent who together with au 
agent ot the Jordanian secret service 
stymies a plot by an {slamic fan:uie to 
organize a ffhad against Israel. 

The book is set in 40 different 
cauntries but the film will concen- 
(rate on Mecea, Jerusalém and 
Ethiopia. As it is doubtfal that any 
Moslem country will agree ta host a 
film crew shooting such explosive 
subject matter, Wanamaker is inves- 
tigating Incation possibilities in both 
Israel and the U.S.

He has studied dance, 
painting and mime, and, according 
to the programme notes to Afidsuyn- 
mer, ,“directed striptease in Soho 
and opera in Rome.” 

The company, 25 people from 19 
countries, was at first received with 
some reservations in England, but 
the response at international festiv- 
als and on extended stays in Spain 
and Italy has been enthusiastic. In an 
interview for Performance Magazine 
last fall, Kemp said thal at first he 
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was “either cast as a tarty drag show, 
or something that was very arty snd 
elite.”

Elsewhere he elabofates: What I 
want to do with the theatre is to 
restore the glamour of the Folies 
Bergeres, the danger of the circus, 
the eroticism of rock'n'roll, and the 
shiver of death.” 


WHICH brings us to Tange Glu- 
ciale, whose ritual ~ if that isn't 
stretching the term — is post-modem 
more than pagan.

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IF HIS FATHER had had his way, 
Yeshiyuhu Goldstein at age 14 
would have become a clerk at The 
Palestine Post. tndeed, the young lad 
dutifully filled out the joh applica- 
tion, and in the imerview he ably 
demonstrated his fMuency in Heb- 
rew, English. French, Arabic and 
Yiddish, Papa was satisfied that his 
son would embark on a respectable 
collar-and-tie career. 

But things didn't quite work out 
that way. Instead of filing clippings 
for the next 40 years in the newpap- 
er's archives, Yeshiyahu Goldstein 
became the subject of an ever- 
growing file about himself. . 

That’s because even before The 
Palestine Post beeame The Jerusalem 
Post, Yeshiyahu Goldstein became 
Shaike Ophir. 

On his way Lo becoming an institu- 
tion in the Israeli entertainment- 
world, Shaike has been an actor, 
comedian, mime,director, writer and 
filmmaker. He studied and toured 
with the foreniost French pantomim- 
ists, and is himself the premier pro- 
ponent of the silent art in Israel. He's 
been involved with 35 films, one of 
which {Daughters, Daughters) won 
him a Golden Globe award and 
represented Israel at the Cannes 
Festival, and another (Constable 

zulai) which was nominated 
for an Academy Award. And as a 
teacher of conversational Arabic, he 
was the unexpected hit of prime- 
time TV a few seasons buck. 

Shaike's first love, however, is 
performing before a live audience, 
and after an absence from the stage 


” for several years, that's just what 


he'll be doing this month, He’s star- 
ring in a new revue called Sémhar 
Kabizanim -- Beggars’ Joy - written 
and directed by his long-time friend, 
Nissim Aloni. 


WE CAUGEIT Shaike rehearsing 
the show at a cultural centre outside 
Herzliya. ‘The first sketch was about 
a postal clerk who lives a vivid 
fantasy-life ut the movies. After 
watching Shaike’s rubber face and 
equally elastic hody take brenth- 
taking turns at aping Clint East- 
wood, John Travolta, Louis Arm- 
Strong and the hero of a romantic 
Arabic film, we cornered him on the 
lawn outside and cleverly asked if 
the sketch was autobiographical. 
“Oh, sure." Shatke cheerily 
admitted. “When [ was a kid 1 ak 
ways dreanfed ubout performing, 
But I never dreamed it could become 
a reality. it just wasn't the sort of 
dream you could tlk about if you 
were a child in an ultra-Orthodox

Shaike relaxed into Shaike again. 
“But it turned out all right,” he said. 
“[ came home on a visit three 
months later, sun-tanned, muscular, 
all that, and my father nodded. 
When I took out a cigarette, he said, 
‘Nu, and smoking already, tov.” But 
he embraced me, and it was good.” 

Shaiké continued working at the 
kibbutz and serving in the Palyam, 
the naval branch of Palmah. Mainly, 
this meant waiting on beaches all 
night to help ashore shiploads of 
“illegal” immigrants that usually 
failed to materialize. 


THEN ONE PURIM, after he'd 
done a particularly funny spiel, a 
fellow Palyamnik named Dahn Ben- 
Amotz said he could get him an 
audition for the acting school at Tel 
Aviv's Ohel Theatre. 

“I didn't believe Dahn Ben- 
Amotz knew the director of the Ohel 
Theatre,” said Shaike, “I didn't 
know the theatre had an acting 
school. | didn't know what an audi- 
tion was. And of course I didn’t 
believe I'd be accepted, But I went. 

“All the other kids at the audition 
were reciting Bialik. And all of them 
were told, ‘Don't call us, we'll cull 
you.’ Came my turn. [ got up on the 
stage and first thing, | apologized 
very solemnly for not having memo- 
rized any Bialik. That broke every- 
body up. Then I said that instead of 
reciting poetry, I'd show them how a 
kibbutznik takes a shower. Next I 
acted three people in a cinema 
queue. It was pantomime, although I 
still didn't know that's what it was 
called. 

“Then they said I'd have to do 


_ Something with my voice. So T told 
them to give me a situation and I'd - 


act it. I did. Improvisation - and I'm 
sure I didn’t know that word, either. 
The upshot was I got accepted. And 
I got a scholarship. 


“Now the only problem,” Shaike ” 


continued, relishing the memory, 
“was that I had to get released from 
the Palyam.

AFTER THE WAR, Shaike and his 
buddies went their separnte ways. 
Haim Hefer chose the university and 
went on to become one of the coun- 
{ry's most popular lyricists, Ben- 
Amotz set out on his career as artist, 
writer and Jaffa bohemian. Shaike 
Ophir married Naomi Polani (he 
later divorced, and married his pre- 
sent wife, Lydia) and went to Paris. 

“In 19501 was fortunate enough to 
be accepted as a student at the mime 
school of Etienne Decroux. This was 
anincredible experience. During the 
interview, someone threw a plate at 
me. I caught it, fooled with it, and 
was accepted.”* 

Shaike stayed with the Decroux 
company for two years. and then did 
an extensive tour of Europe and 
North Africa with Marcel Marceau 
and his troupe: Finally he returned 
to Tel Aviv, and at the Cameri 
Theatre opened the country's first 
school of mime. “All of this experi- 
ence,"* he says. “was my most artistic 
period.” Ξ 

In the fall of 1956, Shaike was 
invited to be the opening act at an 
Israeli nightclub called the Sabra, in 
New York City. 

“1 was all excited,” he says. “I had 
my visa and my air ticket and | was 


_ just finishing a stint of army reserve 


duty and was all set to go. 

“There [ was, entertaining at an air 
base. And in the middle of my act, in 
comes Ezer Weizman, who was the 
Air Force commander. He hopped 
up on the stage and plunked his cap 
on my head. Then he announced 
that he'd just come from ἃ meeting 
with the Old Man [Ben-Gurion] and 
that we were going to war. To me he 
whispered, “Don't worry. Shaike, 
it'll be a short one," 

“Two days later, instead of open- 
ing in a nightclub in New York, ['m 
sitting in a foxhole in Sharm el- 
Sheikh..." 


HE EVENTUALLY did get to New 
York, where he did a stage show 
called Forty-One in a Sack. “Played 
41 characters. Got written up in The 
New Yorker, a picture spread in Life 
magazine, appearances on network 
television, the whole thing.” 

The exposure led to what Shaike 
calls his- most memorable gig -- an 
engagement with the whole world 
watching. 

“T got a last-minute cal! to replace 
Sammy Davis — who took ill -- at an 
opening ceremony at the United 
Nations. Dag Hammarskjold intro- 
duced me as u ‘young artist from 
Europe,’ which I- really resented. 
And meanwhile in the programme, 
there was my whole biography -- 
Palmah, War of Independence, 
Sinai Campaign. And there's all 
these Arabs in the audience! I fi- 
gured T was finished.” 

What kind of act did Shaike Ophir 
do for such a polyglot-assembly? 

“Oh, the usual," he shrugged. 
“You know, the Western dubbed in 
Yiddish. My, Neo-Realistic Italian 
movie, ἢ Bambino -Miserabile.

AT THIS POINT Shaike was called 
to join the cast and crew for lunch, 
Over dtamous and salat surki asked 
writer-director Aloni how the Bep- 
gars’ Joy project came about. 
“Well, Shaike and Ε had talked 
about doing such a shew together for 
years, und finally our working lives 
coincided in such a way that we could 
do it,” replied Aloni. “I've written 
materia! for Yossi Banai, fly Gor- 
litzky and Hagashesh Hahiver, But 
tailoring a show for Shaike is a 


special pleasure, because he's auch a 
multi-talented performer. 

“We planned a revue of happy ᾿ 
comedy, not political satire or any- 
thing like that. Well, not toa much 
politics,” he allowed in response to 
my doubting eyebrows, fully aware 
that the show opens with the beggars 


- gathered around a polling station on 


election day. 

And after five months of writing 
and rehearsing together, star and 
director are still friends? ὃ 

“Oh, absolutely,” said Aloni, and 
Shaike added: “I've written and 
directed my own shows in the past, 
but believe me, it's much better 
taking direction from someone like 
Nissim. It's easier, and it makes fora 
more well-rounded kind of show.” 

While the trio of singers were on 
the stage working on onc of musical 
director Yossi Kribushy's numbers, 
Shaike chatted about his recent 
years of making movies, promoting 
mime festivals and bringing cultural 

rogrumnmes Lo development towns. 
hich brought to mind his popular 
TY series of Arabic lessons. ἃ : 

“Yes, that was quite an experi- 
ence,” he said, ‘and quite surprise, 
too, that it was such a hit. | was 
especially pleased that so many peo- 
ple said it treated Arab culture with 
respect, and that il encouraged 
understanding of the Arabs. ‘ 

“T guess my most gratifying mo- 
ment was the night 1 was returning 
from a performance in Upper 
Galilee and we stopped for petrol. 
The attendant was an Arab, and 
when he saw me, he grabbed my 
hand and said, "Αἰ, Shaike Ophir! Is 
it really you? My kids learn Arabic 
from youl’ Imagine that, his kids 
learned Arabic from me.” 

That took us up to the present. 
And what lies ahead? 2

“Quiet and sympathetic, he could 
express aphoristically in their own 
tongues a practical and instinetive 
but profound wisdom.” 

David Rivlin, now ambassador to 
Sweden, recalls sitting in the 
waiting-room of the Ticho clinic as a 
child growing up in Jerusalem, and 
the Arab patients rising respectfully 
when the doctor entered. “He-would 
always come out to muke the rounds 
of the waiting-room and he would 
have a personal word for everybody. 
He was a folkloric figure.”

DOUBLE VISION 


Avraham Ticho’s skill as an eye surgeon was respected throughout 
the Middle East; Anna Ticho was one of the leading Israeli artists of 
all time. Their Jerusalem home has now been restored and opened 
as a cultural centre, with works by Anna Ticho and much of the 

original furniture on display. ABRAHAM RABINOVICH reports. 


DURING the Arab riots of 1929, 
Ticho was knifed in the back on a 
Jerusalem street, and gravely 
wounded. He was to say later that his 
life was saved by the fact that the 
dagger was nat removed until he 
reached hospital, thereby stemming 
the flow of bload. Those who prayed 
for his survival ranged fram ultra- 
Orthodox Jews to "Moslems. The 
night after the stabbing, 1 nephew of 
the Notorious πηι of Jerusalem, 
Haj Amin cl-Husseini, came to the 
Tichos* house to tell Anna that his 
uncle had not been involved in the 
attack.. : ; 

_ Evenafter the knifing, Arabs con- 
tinued to be welcome guests at Ticho.

Anna with- 
drew completely into herself when 
she catered the simple studio where 
she worked, an addition to the main 
building since destroyed. When she 
needed more prolonged isolation, 
she woukl retire to the house the 
couple owned in Motzi, on the out 
skirts of Jerusalem. 


ANNA'S FIRST exhibition, in 1930, 
was held in Tiche House. [twas to be 
followed by many more in Israel and 
abroad, and her works hang today in 
some of the worlu’s finest museums. 
After the death of her husband in 
I¥a0, Anna's work entered a bold 
new phase. “Her drawings grew lar- 
ger in size and were less inhibited," 
says Elisheva Cohen, “Itreached the 
point where she couldn't find large 
enough paper in this country and had 
to import it.” 

After her husband died, Anna πὸ 
longer went out into the countryside 
to sketch, but her memory and im- 
agination were sufficient to produce 
dozens of vivid landscapes. 


THE STRENGTH of her work in- 
creased as she got older. In her 70s, 
she began drawing for the first time 
in pastel colours. Some uf the most 
striking works in Ticho House were 
done in her 80s. She drew almost to 
the end. when blindness began to set 
in. The news that she had won the 
Israel Prize came τι few months be- 
fore her death four years ago, at the 
age of Rh. ; ᾿ 

The Jerusalem Post art editor Meir 

Rannen wrote at the time: “A physi- 
cally tiny but larger-than-life figure, 
the gallant little Ticho continually 
astonished the public and critics dur- 
ing the last few decades, with her 
work improving from exhibition to 
exhibition. She was one of the lead- 
ing Israeli artists of alltime.” + 

Mrs. Ticho willed the house to the 
Isruel Museum as a cultural centre. 
After her husband's death, the 
ground flour was used by Kol Yisrael 
for a broadcasting studio and offices. 
The building has now been restored 
by the East Jerusalem Development 
Cofporation, under the guidance of 
urchiteet David Kroyanker and in- 
terior designer Dorit Harel. 

‘The former operating theatre and 
adjacent area on the ground floor 
are aceupied by a cafeteria whose 
tables spill over into the garden. 
Curator Salman hopes to have Vien-

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NO BOOK, says A.J.P. Taylor, 
should be longer than the Bible. By 
ty reckoning the official biography 
of Sir Winston Churchill, οἱ which 
this is the sixth volume, already 
exceeds in length the Bible, the 
Apocrypha, the New Testanient, the 
Koran, the Bhagavad Gita and the 
Analects of Confucius all put 
together. If one includes the biogra- 
phy’s Companion Volumes of docu- 
ments, of which eleven gargantuan 
sections have so far appeured, one 
could throw in both the Babylonian 
and Jerusalem Talmuds and still 
have plenty of Churchill left over. 
Moreover, there is still nearly a 
quarter of a century of Churchill's 
life left to be biographed, including 
more than seven of his years as 
prime minister, . 
Here we have the longest biogra- 
phy in modern history, perhaps in all 
history, and in this latest volume we 
reach the supreme moment of Chur- 
chill’s career, his Jeadership of Bri- 
tain at the most critical moment in its 
recent past. Of course, it is an oft- 
i told tule: we already have dozens.of 
volumes of official histories, Chur- 
chill’s own six volumes of war 
memoirs, and that deftly etched 
miniuture masterpicec, Isaiah Ber- 
lin's Mr. Churchill in 1940. What 
more could there possibly be to say? 
One of the problems with Chur- 
chill's own highly coloured rich- 
toned, romantic and wonderfully 
readable autobiography is inevitably 
its angle of vision. The legend of 
Chorchill as a virtual dictator of the 
British Empire between 1940 and 
1945 almost certainly originates 
from the massive pulses of raw pow- 
er which flow out of Churchill's 
generous-hearted, drama-laden, un- 
usually honest, but in the final analy- 
sis excessively self-centred The 
Second World War. 
Does this biography correct that 
distorted perspective? Yes und no. 
In the nature of things a biography 
must focus ona single individual; the 
challenge to the biographer is to 
᾿ place his subject with a due sense of 
proportion in the context of his time. 
Gilbert has striven manfully towards 
that ideal, and one of the outstand- 
ing merits of this book is that it shows 
both the extent and the limits of 
Churchill's wartime authority — a 
kind of leadership that was in reality 
very distant from the dictatorship 
conjured up by the popular imagina- 
tion (and by the imperious style of 
some of Churchill's famous “Action 
This Day” minutes),

But is the same 
approach usefully applied to the cru-

the latest two volumes of the biogra- 
phy is in all its essentials the “Guilty 
Men" thesis, propounded first by 
Michael Foot in a brilliant pam- 
phleteering diatribe, later by Chur- 
chill himself in the first volume of his 
war memoirs, and later still by Mar- 
tin Gilbert (with Richard Gott) in his 
first book, The Appeasers (now, 
amazingly, two decades old). This is 
the heroic view of Churchill as the 
lone prophet in the wilderness call- 
ing on his heedless people to gird up 
their loins and confront the evil 
forces gathering to destroy them. 


BUT SEVERAL recent historians, 
among them Maurice Cowling, 
Christopher Thorne, W.N. Medli- 
cott, Michael Howard, and (mast 
notoriously) A.J.P. Taylor, have be- 
gun to chip away at the edges of the 
traditional account. Was Churchill 
right about the scale of German 
rearmament? Were not his figures 
exaggerated? Did Churchill have 
any coherent strategy which drew 
together economic, political and di- 
plomatic variables or was he merely 
a British bulldog barking monoto- 
nously up the rearmament tree? Was 
the rearmament recgrd of the Cham- 
berlain government quite as badas it 
has becn depicted? Was engagement 
in Europe, as advocated by-Chur- - 
chill, compatible with the mainte- 
nance of Britain's world-wide impe- 
rial role, also advocated by Chur- 


chill? Was-the gulf between the 


ap pranees ‘and. their opponents, 
which looms so large in the.conven- 
tional account, really so broad? 
‘These.and other questions raised by 


‘recent historians unfortunately re- 


ceive short shrift in this work.

WHAT THEN does this book add to 
Churchill's own record? Should the 
reader who has already supped to 
the full at the feast of Churchill 
himself run the risk of surfeit in 
ingesting thousands of pages more of 
.the official biography. The answer 
can only be yes. Indeed the magni- 
tude of Gilbert's achievement is pre- 
cisely this: only by studying the offi- 
cial biography can we arrive at a full 
understanding and appreciation of 
Chuchill’s own _historiographical 
achievement. This is, as it were, the 
Gemara to Chuchill’s own Mishna! 

- Several elements in the story 
which Churchill himself found it 
necessary to suppress or obscure are 
thrown into sharp relief by Gilbert. 
The frequent strains in relations with 
the U.S.A., the double-edged rela- 
tionship of Churchill and Roosevelt, 
Chorchill’s fears in 1940 and 1941 
that the Americans were not 
altogether displeased at the Prospect 
of καὶ defeated Britain leaving ber 
empire and her fleet to be picked up 
by the U.S.A. -- all this was under- 
standably difficult to spell out when 
the memoirs were published in the 
early days of the lop-sided post-war 
Angio-American alliance. 

Ona different level Gilbert shows 
how tiresomely Randolph Churchill 
responded to his father’s genuine 
(but perhaps erratic) affection. 
Churchill's robust admonitions to 
the Duke of Windsor, warning him 
of the consequences of his (and the 
Duchess’s dalliances with Axis 
agents, are printed here in extenso: 
they make’ surprising reading for 
those who recall only Churchill's 
romantic royalism, and his foolish 
attempt, at the time of the abdica- 
tion crisis, to form a “King’s party.” 
BY FAR the most important addi- 
tion to the picture conttibuted by 
Gilbert is his.meticulous analysis of 
the now-celebrated Enigma. de-. 
crypts, sent to Churchill each day in 
a mysterious buff box to which only . 
he arid the head of the Secret Service 
held a key. Gilbert’s account weaves 
the daily thread of intelligence data 
reaching the Prime Minister into the 

attern of officiat decision-making. . 

[6 shows at each point exactly what 


+. Churchill knew or did not know and 


how it affected his views on polities 
and strategy. As a result a wholly 
new dimension is uncovered, one 
which was utterly shrouded until the 
early 1970s. We are thus able, for the 
first time, to arrive at informed con- 
clusions about some of the central 
strategic debates of World War II. 
One venomous lie is nailed: the 
myth, propagated by more than one 
recent histori:n, that advance know- 
ledge of the German air raid on 
Coventry in November {94} was 
deliberately withheld by Churchill in 
order that the source of the informa- 
tion should not be compromised. 
Gilbert shows that Churchill at first 
expected that the “Muvntight Sona- 
ta” attack would he directed against 
London; for that reason he returned 
to Downing Street in order not to be 
out of the cupital during a serious air 
raid. When Coventry was identified 
as the target, substantial (although 
ineffective) measures were taken to 
defend the city. 


ONE THING that Churchill could 
not do and that Gilbert does very 
successfully is to portray Churchill as 
others saw him in their private cun- 
versations, letters, diaries and 
thoughts. In this respect he draws 
heavily on the diary of John Colvilte, 
one of Churchill's private secretaries 
during the early part of the war, as 
well as on the private papers of other 
members of Churchill's private 
Office staff. The result is a wonder- 
fully vivid portrayal of Churchill's 
day-to-day life, his working arrange- 
ments, the ups and downs of his 
moods, and the reactions of those 
around him. With his irritability, his 
frequent interfering in other peo- 
ple’s business, and the high stan- 
dards which he demanded of his 
subordinates, Churchill was evident- 
ly far from being an easy boss. And 
yet even those who had to bear the 
brunt of his bouts of bad temper 
would pay touching private tribute 
to his underlying generosity of spirit 
and his sentimental, often child-like 
nature. 

Churchill was obsessed by histor- 
ical precedents and parallels, and 
one striking feature of his behaviour 
during the early part of World War I] 
was his tendency to compare prog- 
Tess with the equivalent (or sup- 
posedly equivalent) point in World 
Warl: “Do you realize,” he writes to 
the Secretary of State for War, 
Anthony Eden, in June 1940, “that 
in the first year of the late war we 
brought forty-seven divisions into 
action, and that these were divisions 
of twelve battalions plus one Pioneer 
battalion, not nine us now? We are 
indeed the victims of a feeble und 
weary departmentalism.” 


OTHER PARALLELS with the 
earlier conflict are suggested by the 
massive documentation in this book. 
In World War I Churchill had been 
compelled to bear responsibility for 
the disastrous failure of the Dar- 
daneiles expedition, an enterprise 
- that had been in large measure his 
inspiration but for which he failed to 
persuade his colleagues to inject 
sufficient resources. The faiiure 
drove him from office, apparently 
shattered his career, and haunted 
him for the rest of his life. But in 
1939-40, conscious as he was of the 
ghost of Gailipoli dancing at his 
heels, Churchill nevertheless came 
perilously close to repeating the mis- 
take. On this occasion his impati-

This 
was Churchill's show, and he per- 
sisted in it with inadequate resourees 
and it st all military logic (:lso, it 
must he said, with τι militury com- 
mander on the spot whose incomnpe- 
tence rivalled that of Sit an Hamil- 
ton at Gallipoli) until the bitter end, 
Miraculously (and as undeserving of 
fortune as he had been of misfortune 
in 1915), Churchill found that, in- 
stead of being the scapegoat of the 
affair, he was catapulted to power, 
teplacing the prime minister, Cham- 
berlain, who had to take most of the 
blame. 


IT{S fascinating and instructive to 
compare the relationship between 
Chamberlain and Churchill with that 
between Lloyd George and Asquith 
in the previous war, Churchill shun- 
ned the conspiratorial strategems 
which enabled Lloyd George to oust 
Asquith in December 1916, And he 
treated Chamberlain with outstand- 
ing courtesy, collegiality and 
thoughtfulness in the bitter, final 
months of Chamberlain’s life when 
- disease and popular opprobrium 
gnawed away at the former prime 
minister's dignity and peace of 
mind. The circumstances of Cham- 
berlain’s fall, were, however, in 
some respects similar to those of 
December 1916. In May 1940 as in 
December 1916 an aspirant prime 
minister was installed less by sup- 
port within his own party than by 
another party (in 1916 the Conserva- 
tives backed Lloyd George; in 1940 
Labour backed Churchill). In 1916 
the struggle for power took overt 
form in the demand by Lloyd 
George that he be given effective 
control of the running of the war, a 
demand which would have emascu- 
lated Asquith as:prime minister, In 
April 1940, we now learn, Churchill 
drafted (although he did not send) a 
letter to Chamberlain in which he 
made demands which echo those of 
Lloyd George in the earlier crises. In 
this letter Churchill declared that, if 
Chamberlain did not feel able to 
beur the burden of supreme direc- 
tion of military policy, “you will 
have to delegate your powers to a 
deputy who can concert and direct 
the general movement of our war 
action, and who will enjoy your 
support and that of the War Cabinet. 


LIKE MANY biographers Gilbert 
has been infected by the style of his 
subject: it is indeed sometimes diffi- 
cult 1a disentangle the two, so Chur- 
chillian are some of Gilbert's 
periods. Unlike his predecessor as 
official biographer, Randolph Chur- 
chill (whose first two volumes in the 
series are marred by occasional ex- 
cesses of subjectivity), Gilbert keeps 
ἃ certain distance from his subject — 
although he rarely indulges in 2 
breath of criticism.

THE AUTHOR, a noted historian, 
has written a fascinating monograph 
in which she studies, through 
historical perspective and literary 
analysis, the character of the Jewess 
in literature written by Christians.

THE INKLINGS was a group of 
friends who met in Oxford from the 
mid-thirties to the mid-Forties to 
discuss and read each other's literary 
work, and to engage in good con- 
versation. Among the group's mem- 
bers were C.S. Lewis, J.R.R. Tol- 
kien and the now largely forgotten 
poet and novelist, Charles Williams. 
Mr. Carpenter's book is a biog- 
raphical, not a critical, account. 
The early story of C.S. Lewis, the 
central figure in the group, is well 
told: his unhappy upbringing in Bel-

Lewis developed a wide circle of 
friends, which included Owen Bar- 
field, who had failed to support 
himself as a writer, became a Lon- . 
don solicitor, and later published a 
number of books on the philosophy 
of Rudolf Steiner; Hugo Dyson, who 
lectured in Reading but was often in
